WOMAN AND HER HOME. 


Stencilling: 


a 


To Make the Home 
Beautyful. 


OMETIMES it is difficult to secure a 

harmonious t in a room—so that 
everything shall be in keeping—not | ! 
exactly to match, but rather to sympathise 
with or to make good companionship. 

For example, one may have furniture that 
bears a certain pattern on its upholstery, and 
we wish that pattern to be reflected also in 
our curtain materials, upon our walls and 
lamp-shades. ‘The carpet, diso, may have a 
design that would make a good basis for a 
general design which, running through the 
whole scheme of furnishing, would give a dis- 
tinctive air to the room. 

How can we. hope to procure curtains to 
match carpets, wallpaper with a design

The best way to demonstiate its use is by 
directing attention to the accompanying if 
lustration. Here we see furniture the a 
holstery of which carries a simple fleur-de-lis 
style of design. This has been made the key 
tern of the furnishin scheme, and the 
minor (yet effective) points of interest in the 
room arrangements have been brought into 
line by the use of the stencil-brush. 

First, a sympathetic frieze has been created 
by stencilling a line of fleur-de-lis suggestions 
just above the picture rail—quite enongh to

Method—Set half an inch of jelly in 
the bottom of the mould. Prepare fruit 
according to kind. Put in a layer of 
fruit, and set with jelly. Pl@e in an- 
other layer of fruit, set, and repeat the 
operation until the mould is full. When 
eet, turn out of the mould and decorate

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This is an excellent book, which has 
for a long time been badly needed. In

It is but a step further to indicate the 
face only by the line which forms the 
boundary of the planes, and we have 
arrived at the common convention of re- 
presenting a face in profile by a single 
line. This convention, though it is clearly 
a partial method of stating the truth, has 
become so stereotyped that no one is out- 
raged or shocked when it is used; and a 
great part of mankind has become so con- 
vinced of its complete truthfulness that 
it actually does see faces in this way. 
We arrive at Whistler’s paradox that 
Nature copies Art. 

The Impressionists brought to their task 
a new and more osiective vision. Suppose 
that a blind man were suddenly to recover 
his sight, he would not interested so 
much in the shape and texture of the objects 
that he saw, but would be most impressed 
with the mere wonder of the light and its 
broad effects. This vision the Impres- 
sionisis set out to realise as far as pos- 
sible, and they were forced to abandon 
some of the old truths and more of the 
old fallacies which had become traditional 
and so passed for truths.

Cezanne did not hesitate 
to distort the lines of an object in order 
to attain a more subtle balance and 
rhythm than mere arrangement would pro- 
vide. Also in a moment of theorising he 
committed himself to the statement that 
“everything in nature is modelled on the 
lines of the cube, the cone and the 
cylinder. If you understand how to paint 
these simple forms, you can paint any- 
thing” A misinterpretation of these 
words was one of the origins of Cubism. 

Renoir developed the science—for it was 
now more a science than an art—of pic- 
torial rhythm. Gauguin showed what 
could be done with daring masses of 
colour Modigliani and others found in 
the simplified grotesque of negro 
sculpture a higher emotional suggestion 
than in the restraint of the Greek tradi- 
tion. The young painters all tried to 
break away at any cost from the surround- 
ing influence of the old painters who had 
perfected a form of art which they felt to 
be but one form among many. They 
plunged wildly in their efforts to break 
the traces, resorting to every kind of 
*xiravagance—often with conspicuous 
failure, rarely with complete success. 
They became theorists in words rather 
than in paint, and strained the art of 
painting ‘beyond the limitations set by 
their medium. Colours were treated as if 
they were notes of music and their com- 
binations took the place of chords. 

To-day it is too soon to say if from all 
this striving after new modes of expres- 
tion a settled art form finally will emerge.

ROUND THE WORLD. 

Oaptain Slocum’s book, “Sailing Alone 
Around the World,” has passed into a 
new edition, and all who love the sea and 
breezy tales of adventure will give this 
book another welcome. The daring and 
courage of the author, who tells of 
miraculous escapes from hurricanes, coral 
reefs and , ‘rates, has seldom been equalled, 
Captain Slocum built his little vessel him- 
self at Fairhaven, in America, entirely 
with his own hands, in thirteen months. 
It measured less than thirty-seven feet 
long and had a tonnage of nine tons net. 
In this tiny vessel, single-handed, he 
sailed round the world, weathering, after 
a desperate struggle, even Cape Horn. 
Here, in passing, he incidentally salved 
part of the cargo of a wrecked vessel, one 
of many that strewed that desolate region. 

Through the oceans, under sun or stars 
he sailed, with his helm lashed while he 
slept in his tiny cabin. Sometimes he 
spoke a passing vessel; then for long 
weeks he sailed before the trade winds— 
the solitary human creature on the im- 
mense waters of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
glad of the friendly presence of a passing 
bird or a following fish It is a thrilling 
tale, told with humour and the reticence 
and modesty of a brave and simple man. 
No reader of the book will fai] to hear 
with deep regret that Captain Slocum 
sailed from New York a few years ago, 
once more in his little boat, and has never 
been heard of since. If the sea has taken 
his brave heart into her keeping, we can 
only feel that it is the death that he 
would have wished to die. 

“Zig-Zagging Round the World” is 
another tale of travel, but of the ultra- 
conventional type. We doubt.if it is pos- 
sible to write a really readable book of 
world-travel. It may be possible, but it 
has. seldom been accomplished. Th 
author and his wife travelled through and 
round about a great part of the habitable 
world, and have a great deal to say about 
the hotel accommodation, car service and 
discomforts or otherwise of the railwavs. 
Of Santa Barbara he says that the 

town itself is most interesting, Having 
ES modern, high-class shops.” We 

ave a suspicion that Mr. McEwan took 
his Glasgow spectacles with him on his 
tour. The trade and financial possibilities 
of most of the places that he visited, with 
the aréa and position of the best business 
quarters, are recorded conscientiously. 
We receive a breathless feeling of hurried 
notes being taken down at every town and 
port, while the scenery of mountain and 
lake is frequently dismissed as “quite ex- 
cellent.” The chapters on the British 
West Indies and China are good and are 
treated with a broader sympathy than 
usual. The book is certainly informative, 
and to anyone travelling the author's 
route and requiring a glorified Baedeker 
we can recommend it.

Mr. Townshend describes amusingly his 
experiences as a ‘“tenderfoot’’ in 
Colorado. In 1869 he had just left 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and when he 
was on his way to Wyoming he heard the 
word “tenderfoot’’ for the first time. 
He asked .a fellow-traveller what the 
meaning was, and received the following 
reply: “Jt began like this. Some ten or 
twelve years back, when they first struck 
gold in Gregory Gulch, and every soul 
who conld started to get to Pike’s Peak, 
or bust—a good five hundred miles across 
the Great Plains—there was a lot of 
fellers that jes’ hoofed it on their ten toes 
the whole blessed road. You can bet 
their feet was pretty well skinned for 
them by the time they got to Pike’s Peak, 
and naturally the other fellers who'd been 
before 'em and got healed up first set 
themselves up for real old-timers, and 
took the notion of calling every new 
arrival a tenderfoot.’’ 

The book is essentially vivid, with 
shrewd reflections on men, manners and 
beasts—not all of them four-footed. Inter- 
spersed with these reflections and the 
stories accompanying them there are de- 
scriptions of the scenery, which are quite 
fine. In Switzerland the mystery comes 
from trailing clouds and streaming mists 
that shroud the half-seen, half-hidden 
peaks at which you peep only through 
the veil. In the Rockies, on the other 
hand, the mountains’ magic, as the 
author points out, lies in their. most thin, 
pellucid air. We have a lively account 
of a long line of Indian warriors riding 
towards a small band of white men at a 
gallop. We can almost see their gleaming 
guns in their hands, their faces black 
with war-paint, their naked bronze bodies 
shining in the bright sun, the feathers 
in their long hair dancing behind them in 
the breeze. The answer of the white men 
is worth giving: ' You may kill me and 
my ten men, but there are ten thousand 
more behind us, and ten times ten 
thousand behind them. Ouray has seen 
them. Ask him.”

THE HOME OF BOXING. 

The home of boxing is the National 
Sporting Club, London, and Mr. Bettin- 
son and Mr. Bennison furnish us with 
an attractive sketch of its annals. We 
liked the book all the better for the fact 
that the authors can see the disadvan- 
tages as well as the advantages of boxing. 
It refreshed us, as we read it, to note 
that they condemned as heartily as we 
ourselves the commercialism of some of 
the modern boxing—the absurdity, for 
instance, of the preposterously financed 
fight between Jack Dempsey and Georges 
Carpentier. The authors pass in swift 
review all the leading boxers of the 
present generation, and their narrative is 
certainly a lively one. We extract some 
details of Jack Johnson. We learn that 
in 1908 he was a normal nigger when he 
was in good hands. He was not the in- 
sufferable, strutting, impossible creature 
that he was to become. A ten-pound note 
was then a small fortune to him; he had 
not entered into the kingdom of -high- 
speed motors white women, chicken and 
champagne. We hear of his overwhelm- 
ing victory over Burns, of his battering 4 
poor imitation of the real Jim Jeffries at 
Remo, and of his sequent wealth and 
many motor cars. Subsequently he was 
ordered out of England, and, alter play- 
ing many parts in very many odd corners 
of the world, he returned to the United 
States and was put in prison. 

The downfall of Johnson dated from 
the time when he parted company with 
Sam Fitzpatrick, his manager ; for, left to 
himself, he had no sense of morals,

The lovers are well-xnown ban 
and the order of Patricia’s relationship ‘vith 
each is ingeniously gs from the start, 
Mr. Swinnerton makes plot, setting, and 
characterisation all interesting, thanks to his 
keen observation and subtle pen; but neither 
the plot nor the setting is his chief pre. 
occupation. It is on Patricia’s character that 
he concentrates all his energy, and everythin 
else in the book is planned and introdnu 
in order to reveal every side of ber nature. 
It is because of this that Mr. Swinnerton does 
nes hesitat: to give away his plot at the out. 
set, and because of this, too, that he is con- 
tent to make his three lovers types rather 
than individuals. This novel wil] add con- 
siderar y to an already fine reputation.

Mr. Warwick Deeping takes the problem of 
shell-shock in his latest book, and the case of 
John Stretton, under his skilful treatment, is 
one of peculiar interest. John’s conventional 
family, trained to eliminate al) form of un- 
pleasantness from the domestic circle, turn 
with relief to Dr. Rollin Beal, specialist and 
humanitarian. Stretton’s malady comprises a 
sudden murderous instinct towards seemingly 
inoffensive persons, and Beal not only traces 
the weakness to its source, but succeeds in 
placing the sufferer in a position to work his 
Own cure. A primitive farming life amon 
strangers appeals to John, and the advent o 
the right woman is his ultimate salvation. 
The wrong woman makes an appearance first, 
however, and causes a great deal of harm. She 
is exorcised af an evil spirit by sensible 
Jessie, in whose sheltering arms the young 
man’s final impulse to kill dies down, rebuked. 
In this scene the reader is expected to see 
John’s satisfactory return to the normal, but 
Mr. Deeping is, perhaps, not wholly convinc- 
ing.

Prircess Bibesco creates an illusion of 
psvchological profundity by the epigrammatic 
cescrij tions and the apparently involved re- 
marks with which she punctuates her sho-t 
stcries. The illusion, however, is short-liz». 
The Princess has a clever tongue and a 
feminine power of ‘observation, but she only 
skims over the surface of things, without 
penetrating beyond. Her stories are as highly 
coloured and inflated as the balloons of which 
she writes with such childish glee, and the 
serious critic can explode them with one 
shrewd touch. These tales have something 
of the morbid introspectiveness and analysis 
of the best realistic stories, but nothing of 
the depth. All the beauty of toy balloons lies 
in the surface, and the inquiring child who 
cuts them open with a knife to see what is 
inside gets a rude disappointment. Princess 
Bibesco’s ‘‘ Balloons’’ will give a few hours 
of very pleasant entertainment, but they are 
essentially evanescent.

Every now and again he was studiously Boer, 
believing the nam to be quite spontaneous. 
Mr. Meredith Watson intended, no doubt, to 
write a novel, not a treatise on the effect of 
mind on matter. Foster was not a half-breed 
at all, but purely English, and when proof of 
this was shown to him he threw off the Boer 
“nature ” as a garment. The ingenious story 
is tense and melodramatic, with a strong, 
well-maintained love interest. Its aspects of 
Boer society at home are true to life.

Dick 
saves Peter from the hands of the Bolsheviks, 
and incidentally comes to the conclusion that 
he is the lost nephew and heir of an American 
millionaire, who is searching the world for 
him. The * way of deception ” is laid tempt- 
ingly open to the young adventurers; but 
Peter's love for the charming damsel] who ac- 
companies his “ uncle ” to Paris to meet him 
awakens his conscience to horror of the fraud, 
while Dick, too, knows a saucy American girl 
who will have to be reckoned with. There 
are more sinister villains in the piece, how- 
ever, and the two conspirators go through a 
time of trial until the end. Then they fare 
better, perhaps, than they deserve.

ACTION AGAINST BROKERS. 


Before Mr. Justice Pim and a city special 
jury ge“ the case of McDermott and 
another v, Gibso 
hearing. 

The action was brought by Messrs. Thomas 
McDermott and Patrick McDermott (trading 
as Henry McDermott), shipowners and coal 
merchants, Dublin, against Messrs. Frank 
Gibson Lloyd and Co. Ltd, insurance 
brokers, Dublin, to recover damages, laid at 
£2,500, for alleged negligence and breach of 
duty in their conduct as insurance brokers of 
business undertaken by them for the plaintifis 
with respect to the insurance df a ketch called 
the Elizabeth belonging to the plaintiffs, 
which was lost on a voyage from Holyhead to 
Dublin at Beaumaris. 

In their statement of claim the plaintiffs 
stated that on the 4th March, 1919, they em- 
ployed the defendants to efiect a marine insur- 
ance on the hull of the vessel named 
for £800; and the defendants pur- 

rted to carry ont their instructions, 

ut did not insure the proper 
risk, and procured for the plaintiffs a marine 
cargo policy, with the figures and words— 
““ £800 on hull and materials’’ typewritten, 
instead of a marine hull policy. hey also 
stated that the plaintiffs, acting on the repre- 
sentations contained in the policy 

for them by the defendants, instituted an 
action to recover the amount of the policy 
when it transpired that the policy was. wholl 
inapplicable to the risk which the plaintiffs 
= oyed the defendants to insure. - 

The defendants, in their defence, denied 
the alleged negligence and breach of duty, o- 
that the plaintiffs had suffered damage ly 
reason of any negligence or breach of duty 
on their part or at all, and stated that the 
damages mentioned were severally too remote 
from the alleged cause of action, and were 
not recoverable. 

As a further and alternative defence, the 
defendants said that the policy of insurance 
procured by them for the plaintiffs was a 
marine hull policy, and covered the plaintiffs 
in respect of all risks usual and customary 
in such a policy, subject to the usual and 
customary conditions. 

Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C.; Mr. Lardner, K.C., 
and Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. 
Sainsbury and Co.) appeared for the plain- 
tifis; and Mr. Serjeant Hanna, Mr. E L. 
Brown, K.C., and Mr. Dockrell (instructed 
by Messrs. D. and T. Fitzgerald) for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that he had come to 
the conclusion that the plaintiffs were only 
entizled to nominal damages. 

A consultation between counsel for the 
parties then took place, with the result that 
a setvlement of the action was reached, and 
the case was withdrawn from the jury. 

Mr. Sullivan, for the plaintiffs, stated that 
they had been very fairly met by the defen- 
dants.

A COMPANY’S INCOME TAX. 


IMPORTANT POINT RAISED. 
Yesterday, in the Chance Division, before 


Mr. Justice Powell, an adjourned summons 
was heard in the case of the Com (Con- 
solidation) Act, 1908, and the Irish Provident 
Assurance Company, Ltd. e 
This case came before the Court by a sum- 
mons adjourned into court brought on behalf 
of the Irish Provident Assurance Company 
practically for a declaration that they were 
not assessable for income tax, arid that the 
present assessment was of no effect, and that 
the money they had paid for assessment for 
the last nine years was not properly assessed 
and should be returned to the liquidator of 
the company. The claim for the income tax 
for the present year and the amount stated to 
have been paid wrongly in income tax in the 
past amounts to over £1,000. 
Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Moloney (in- 
structed by Messrs. George Fottrell and Co.) 
appeared on behalf of the liquidator and the 
company; Mr. Devitt (instructed by Messrs. 
Horan and Devine) appeared for the policy- 
holders; and Mr. Shannon (instructed by Mr. 
Martin) for the Inland Revenue Department. 
Mr. Shannon, at the outset, raised a 5 
tion that the judge had no jurisdiction to hear 
the matter, as the application should have 
gone by case stated to the King’s Bench. - 
Mr. Dickie, K.C., in opening the case, said 
that an insolvent company could have no in- 
come or profits; that if the Special Commuis- 
sioners could decide the amount of the assess- 


ment they could not decide the question as to 


whether a person was liable for income tax. 
There was no section to support such finding, 
and any Court could make a declaratory order 
with regard to that, as such a decision would 
be ulira vires the Commissioners. Secondly, 
he said that the judge having control oí the 
winding-up could deal with any matter, and 
could, therefore, decide the question; that in 
this case amy money got was for the purpose 
of reslisation as a capital sum for the benefit 
of the creditors, and was not the income of 
anybody; that the Companies Act, by giving 
a preference for one year’s income tax before 
winding-up, showed that there was no other 
income tax chargeable against an insolvent 


company. 

Alter hearing the arguments of.counsel, 

Mr. Justice Powell said that this was a very 
important question, and, without deciding the 
question as & whether he had jurisdiction or 
not, he would give leave to the liquidator te 
appeal to the Special Commissioners and have 
a case stated to the King’s Bench, and when 
that was dealt with the parties could come 
back to him on the matier. He thought that 
it was a very large question to have to decide 
on this summary mode of application. He 
reserved the question of costa.

Germany, was affected by last year's 
slump. In the yatds at Hamburg and 
Bremen the hammers olanged merrily 
from morning till eve all the year round. 
The eight-hours day was abolished, and 
yet there was a job for every skilled 
worker. Germany's output was 575,264 
tons, five times as much as that: of 
America, and ranked next to that of Great 
Britain’s. These figures are remarkable, 
but not surprising ; they are in the natural 
order of things. Germany lost virtually 
her whole mercantile fleet as a result of 
the war, and the Reichstag has voted 
financial facilities for enormous  ship- 
building programmes. At the moment 
Germany is the only country with a special 
need for construction on a large scale. 
Elsewhere the conditions discourage out- 
put; for the ordinary commerce of the 
world there is at present a very large 
tonnage lying idle both in Europe and 
America. It seems inevitable that Ger- 
many. will establish herself as the second 
largest shipbuilding country. Great Britain, 
of course, is still far ahead of all other 
countries. Nothing but the recovery of 
Central Europe and the development of 
trade with the Dominions can improve the 
outlook for her shipbuilding industry. 
Fortunately, the skies are clearing. The 
fact that during the last couple of weeks 
both the great shipbuilding firms in Belfast 
have réceived new contracts and that the’ 
Board of Trade returns show a steady 
increase in seaborne trade bids us hope 
that the worst is over. 


Law and Sex. 


The inequality of the sexes before the 
law has been the subject of grave dispute 
and pleasing satire since the days of 
Aristophanes. Neither provoked any very 
determined effort to secure female on- 
franchisement until the last few years. 
The United States wae the first 
country to regard woman as a citizeness— 
to give her a vote and an equal share with 
man in the conduct of municipal and, to 
some extent, of nationa] affairs. European 
nations followed suit slowly before the 
war, more rapidly afterwards. On both 
sides of the Atlantic, however, men and 
women remain on an unequal footing hefore 
the law. ‘The distinction was, and stil] is, 
-based on the ancient idea that the man is 
the breadwinner, protector and head of the 
family. The New York State Legislature 
is now invited to sweep away this distinc- 
tion and to turn the domestic hearth from 
a. federacy into a confederation, from a 
patriarchal organisation into a double- 
headed alliance of mutually independent 
sovereigns. Twenty-five bills have been 
introduced into this Legislature with the 
object of establishing woman on a com- 
plete equality with man. If they are 
passed, the husband no longer will be en- 
titled to select the family domicile; but 
he may sue the wife for the.support of the 
children, if she has money and he is 
without funds. The husband must pay 
his wife wages for her services in the 
home, if she demands them; and, if she 
suffers a civil injury or commits a tort, it 
is no affair of her spouse’s in one way or 
the other. Finally, it is proposed that. 
an: illegitimate child shall have precisely 
the same rights in law, as regards each 
of its parents, as legitimate children enjoy. 


Flies, 


Some three years ago, when there 
was no Tutankhamen to alleviate politica] 
tension and enliven industrial depression, 
a <ontroversy raged in the papers 
concerning the habitat of the hotise- 
fly during the winter months. Some said 
that the flies retired into empty snail- 
shells; others that they concealed them- 
selves behind bathroom cisterns and in the 
unprobed fastnesses of restaurant kitchens. 
No authoritative voice settled the discus- 
sion or set the public's mind at rest. A 
popular song explained where the flies 
went in the winter-time, and the explana- 
tion was as satisfactory as most of those 
advanced by the men of science, After- 
wards the public lost interest in the 
matter; but the house-fly is one subject 
in which the public cannot ‘afford to Jose 
interest. Therefore, in producing a film 
showing the fly in all the stages of its 
evil career, British Instructional Films has 
put the public in its debt. The film, over 
which the maker, Professor Maxwell Lefroy, 
of the Imperial College of Science, must 
have taken infinite pains, shows incidentally 
that the fly, as a fly, dies in the winter- 
time, with the exception of a few torpid 
hibernators. The grubs and pups, that 
in the warm weather become fully quali- 


thraugh the cold months and only emerge 
to torment us when the weather gets warm. 
Once emerged, the house-fly assaults the 
health and happiness of the community 
in a way that few realise, but that all 
should learn. The person who “would not 
kill a fly” is an enemy of the human race,

Up to then the medical 
profession was unable to do more than 
diagnose the dread disease. To do anything, 
however, to glieviate the suffering of the 
victim or to prevent the spread of the scourge 
they were absolutely powerless. 

The following year, in 1795, Jenner again 
sought to gain support for the priceless re- 
sult of his medical research, but his efforts 
were -mly received in a half-hearted fashion. 
In that year, however, the plague again mant- 
fested itself, and many thousands of people 
were swept away. This crisis brought Jenner s 
theory again under notice, and though most 
of the medical facuity decried it, there were 
some few who sdvocated a trial to prove or 
disprove its value. 

At length the teachings of the great 
physician were listened to as being of serious 
import, and in the year following—l he 
reached the goal of .success so strenuously 
fought and won. In the presence of a repre- 
sentative gathering of his colleagues, vaccina- 
tion was performed for the first time by Dr. 
Jenner on the 14th May, 1796, on a boy of 
eight years of age. The vaccine was taken 
from the hand of a dairymaid who had be- 
come infected with cow-pox. 

After six weeks had elapsed Dr. Jenner 
inoculated the. boy with smallpox, but no 
disease followed. Further inoculations were 
carried out which were attended with the 
same signal success, and Dr. Jenner's “crown 
of laurels was complete. 

For his distinguished services to humanity 
the British Parliament made Dr. Jenner a 
grant of £30,000 He died in 1823, in the 
74th year of bis age, after having saved a 
thousand lives to every life which the in. 
ventors of torpedoes, bombs, ‘poison gases, 
trench ,mortars, and other implements of war 
have destroyed.

RISING FEARED AT 
MUENSTER, 


RUSH OF RECRUITS TO DEFEND 
THE FATHERLAND.

i _MUENSTER, Thureday. 

Ten thousand youths: and men from the 
occupied region have swarmed ‘the Sixth Divi- 
sion Reichswehr’ headquarters seeking to en- 
list, following an arinouncement in the 
Gelsenkirchen Communist newspaper that the 
Reich Government wa offering a ‘bonus of 
80.000 marks for recruits: to defend the 
Fatherland from invasion. 

Alarmed by these reports; the French are 
rushing up cavalry, 3hfantry, and motor 
trucks; squadrons of armoured cars, tanks, 
and some field guns: are, I understand, also 
on the way to prevent forward French ele- 
ments from being overwhelmed in the event 
of a surprise attack. 

At the first sign of trouble the French are 

repared to seize the Muenster, Hamm, and 

agen railway centres. controlling the region. 
The French insiet that German Nationalists 
have subscribed to a war chest, offering big 
premiums to al] strikers joining secret volun- 
teer organisations, which are prepared to sup- 
ply rides, grenades, and machine guns for a 
sudden uprising. 

German military circles here accuse the 
French of neoking a pretext to march to 
Berlin and crush Germany by inciting the hot- 
heads who fill the occupied zone into enroll- 
ing in the volunteer forces. 

The Reichswehr fears these may be pro- 
voked into attacks on French outposts, result- 
ing in an advance by the French to stamp out 
resistance throughout Germany. 

“The French seek an excuse to smash Ger- 
many ip a military way, but dare not proceed 
in the face of the world’s opinion and the 
objections of Great Britain and the United 
States, ' declared a German Staff Colonel! to 
me. 

“Through deceit or mises of autonomy 
in the Ruhr, the French have induced Com- 
munist newspapers to publish stories that the 
Reichswehr is seeking recruits. As a result 
thousands of excitable men are rnehing here. 

‘‘ When. they ‘are refused enlistment, they 
form into volunteer units; but with them lack 
of arms and ammunition they are not menac- 
ng France, but are endangering Germany by 
offering the opportumity France wishes of 


striking Germany again. 

The Reichs is urging these volunteers 
to return home. 

General von Lossberg denies French reports 
that the Reichswehr.is concentrating troops 
aroand the ovcupied zone. 

“There have been no t movements for 
a month,” he said. ‘The German forces do 
not exceed 2,000 men—a ge of 1,200 

artillery aud éomplementary 
‘troops. h violated German soil by 
advancing six kilometres beyond the neutral 
demilitarised zone and o¢cupying Dortmund, 
thus violating the Treaty the same as if they 
had seized Berlin. 

“The Berlin Government must decide on 
action, if there is a further advance, but the 
small force of the Reichswehr alone would be 
unable to cope with the French Army. If 
ordered to pose a French invasion, the 
Reichswehr would obey orders, bat I do not 
believe that world opinion would permit 
further violation of Germany.” 

There is considerable activity in Minster, 
despite denials of German troop reinforce- 
ments.: Soldiers and officers in uniform are 
ctowding the streets, end much nevly- 
camouflaged transport is in evidence. The 
barracks dre swarming with the would-be 
recruits from the occupied zone. - 

Despite the condemnation by German staff 
officers of France s policy, their admiration of 
the snccessful mancenvre by which the Ruhr 
was occupied is evident from their conversa- 
tion. It réveals how military hiearchies 
cling together regardless of nationality.

Leinster estates 
to Sir Harry Mallaby-Deeley for a sum of 
over £60,000, be latter agreeing to pay him 
an annuity of £1,000. 

Under this agreement the Duke was entitled 
to re-purchase within the next 10.years for 


The Duke now, proposes through the limited 
liability company to avail himself of. the 
option of redeeming his interest in the Leinster 
estates. 

‘Our first. step,” said Mr. Bowden, “will 
be to. arrange for the abandonment of the 
— bankruptcy proceedings Against the 

uke. The funds necessary to do that will 
readily. be forthcoming. 

“ Afterwards we ll endeavour. to re- 
purchase the Duke's rights in the Leinster 
estates from Sir Harry Mallaby-Deeley at a 
reasonable figure.

At last the end isin. sight. The Allied 
delegation has ordered a train for next Friday, 
aud, come what may, they will go home on 
that day. I hear that this is primarily Lord 
Curson sa proposal, and I understand that M. 
Poincaré personally approves of it. 

The Treaty will be given to the Turks on 
Wednesday, and they will have two days to 
decide whether to sign. This is, however, in 
no sense an wlfimatum; for the Allies have 
undertaken to return to Lausanne later, if 
necessary, for the signature of the Treaty, 
and, if the Turks desire, Allied representatives 
will be left behind to. give explanations, but 
not to negotiate. All the negotiations end to- 
morrow, 

The balance sheet shows at present an agree- 
ment on the problems of the Straits, minorities, 
exchange of populations, and on frontiers other 
than Mosul and Karagatch, while disagree- 
ment still prevails regarding the capitulations, 
finance generally, ‘and Allied graves in 
Gellipoli. 

In the matter of Mosul Lord Curzon is 
losing no time. - He has today sent to 
Geneva a letter formally drawing the attention 
of the League Council to the question under 
Article 11 of the Covenant, and a member of 
the British delegation leaves Lausanne 
to-night to consult with Lord Balfour, who, 
as the British member. of the League 
Council, will make a further statement on the 
matter at the opening stage of the Council 
meeting in Paris on Monday. 

What the precise procedure will then be is 
doubtful, and inquiries I have made in 
Geneva indicate ‘that the League officials 
have so far reached no conclusion on that 


point. 
LORD CURZON’S LETTER. 

Lord Curzon, who informed the Turkish 
delegates at Lausanne, that he would refer 
the Mosul dispute to the League of Nations 
under Article Eleven (which deciares that anv 
threat of war is a matter oí concern to the 
whole League), has addressed the following 
letter to Sir Eric Drammond, th» Secretary- 
Genera! .of the.

“I beg you to be good enough to enter this 
subject on the agenda paper of the Paris 
meeting of the League Council, when it will

(Signed) *“* Curzon.” 


TEXT. OF THE ARTICLE,

The ancient Egyptian 
went to infinite pains to preserve his yin 
the world to come. No precaution was too 
trivial when he thought of the dreadful catas- 
trophe of dissolution. He went to all extromes 
to aesure himself and his family fittu equip: 
ment with which .to enter the Heavenly 
Heavens. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE COFFIN. 

"Man a social position was measured vy the 
magnificence of his coffin,” continued Mr. 
Winlock, ‘‘the embalmer’s trade was highly 
luerative, and evea if,.as tradition: goes, the 
undertaker was considered an unclean verson, 
his work was looked upon as a veritable meats 
to eternal life; for above all. things, the 
Egyptian feared the dissolution of the tudy 
would leave his soul a homeless wanderer in 
the limho. [ recently, found some’ trange 
echoes of this conviction in my excavatin 
work in the -tombs. of the Eleyent 
Dynasty, which flourished two thousand 
years before Christ. Digging near the 
tomb of Mehenkwetre, I found several piles 
‘of “pots filled® with’ embalniers’ materials, 
which had been used on the. great noble’s 
body. A separate chamber had been provided 
for them, because they had been in contact 
with the dead man's body, and, therefore, 
contained some of the essence of his being. 
All that pertained to embalming was regarded 
as essentially impure, and the Egyptian 
spared no expense in regard to the under- 
taker’s art to perpettiate his being in the life 
to come.” 

“In another case,” added Mr. Winlock, 
‘*I found that Ipy, who was one of the great 
nobles of the Eleventh Dynasty, had provided 
most liberally for his last days. Cloths, salts, 
aromatic oils, sawdust, and countless pottery 
vessels, far beyond ordinary requirements, 
were laid aside against the day of his death. 
A large wooden platform with four wooden 
blocks, of striking similarity to those of the 
dissecting tables of modern medical schools, 
was prepared. Upon the day of his death 
Ipy’s body “was delivered*to the embalmers 


form. ~ Upon the four corners were symboli- 
cally laid four wooden taliémen, shaped like 
the hieroglyphic word, “ sign for life,” and 
there was brought forth a curious magical 
instrument called the Pedetaka, of doubtfal,- 
but unquestionably potent, meaning. 

“To the recitation of appropriate. charms, 
the body was then anointed with oils and 
rubbed with salts, which still stain the plat- 
form and blocks. Then, after the embalming 
was completed, and Ipv’s mammy. duly 
wrapped in its bandages, al] that had touched 
it was gathered up religiously, for the reason 
that “so h- the. possession of | 
one bhair of is head by an enemy 
would provide means of bewitch- 
ing him. The lid of the coffin was then 

egged down, and the handles sawn off. The 
high priest, taking a. broom, swept out the 
chamber, reciting the while «. powerful in- 
cantation which removed the footsteps of all! 
evil spirits before the door of the tomb was 
sealed up íor ever. 

“ Methods similar to these were doubtless 
used in preserving, Tutankhamen’s body, and 
I anticipate that if the body is found it will 
be one of the most perfect examples of the 
ancient kingdom of man. which has come 
down to us. through the -age-long vista oí 


history. 

WHAT CORRESPONDENTS MAY: SEE. 

The question of the admission of Press re- 
presentatives. tó "King Tutankhamen’s tomb 
threatens to cause @ disagreeable situation 
between the Egyptian Government and Mr. 
Howard Carter and bis associates. Mr 
Carter stated to-day that he was leaving 
for Cairo’ ‘to meet Lord Carnarvon, and that 
the tomb would be closed until bis return 
next Monday. 

In the meantime, a delegation of Egyptian 
and European journalists is expected here to- 
morrow for the nurpose of visiting the tomb. 
They have received official permits from the 
Director-General of Antiquities. 

American and other archaeologists here are 
watching the situation with the keenest 
interest, and are waiting eagerly to see 
whether the Egyptian Government will assert 
its authority. The consensus of opinion is 
that the Government will insist-on the ‘tomb 
being open to the Press of the world. Off- 
cidls at ‘Cairo are not unaware of the tre- 
mendous advertising value of the tomb: in 
promoting tourist traffic, and they are anxjous 
that it shall have the fullest possible publicity 
in the international Press. It is presumed 
that Mr. Carter will hand over the keys of 
the tomb to Dr. Engelbach,. who, as Chief 
Inspector of Antiquities at Luxor, and there- 
fore a public servant, will, it is argued, have 
no (recourse except to open the tomb to 
visitors bearing permite from the Government, 

A later message says :—Just before leaving 
for Cairo Mr. Carter yielded to the counsels 
of his friends ahd to uressure from Govern- 
ment sources, and consented that journalists 
should be -admitted to the tomb to-morrow. 
He has handed over the keys,of the tomb to 
Dr. Engelbach, as official custodian. “Now 
that authorisation hr. been secured, it may 
as well be said that newspaper ‘correspond- 
ents will see little in the tomb, as al) objects, 
excepting two life-size statues of ‘Tutank- 
hamen, two couches, and miscellaneous 
articles, have been removed.’ But the desire 
of Egyptian and European writers to visit 
the vault is based on the principle of the 
freedom of the Press, and not.a mere 
curiosity, and they regard Mr: Carter’s modi- 
fication of his original attitude as a triumph 
for their legitimate rights, and as the realisa- 
tion of the public’s desire to have news about 
the tomb~ served through: their favourite 
papers. 


EMBASSIES' LIOUOR.

“ THE TIMES" OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


Lord Peel has given’ an effective reply to 
the hasty demand of the Indian Assembly for 
the immediate extension of the reforms. India 
was already. well aware. that a reply of this 
kind was ineviúable. The Secretary of State 
makes it clear, once and íor all, that His 
Majesty's Government: are not going to be 
rushed into farther constitutional concessions, 
and that they mean to abide by the policy 
embodied in the Government of India Act of 
1919. Lord Peel, moreover, has dealt gently, 
no less than firmly, with a proposal which 
might have received very different handling. 
For itis at least remarkable that a Legislative 
Assembly, after an ‘existence of only six 


‘months, should: pass a formal resolution main- 


taining that the progress made by India on 
the path to responsible government warrants 
& re-examination or revision of the Constitu- 
tion at an’ eaflier date than 1929. Lord Peel 
meets this astonishing demand with persuasive 
and unanswerable arguments. 

Young India is impetwous, and is too ready 
to ignore the realities amid which its politi- 
ca] jot is cast. . It does not: realise how 
heavily all pelitical action in India must be 
weighed by the burden of Indian ignorance, 
how all legislative work, if it is to have prac- 
tical effect in increasing prosperity and 
gtadually brightening the lot of the Indian 
people, must be imbued with patience and 
caution. The function of the new legislators 
is to serve India. The more earnestly they 
devote themselves to this task the sooner 


they will discover that such service is a task 


that requires for its successful accomplishment 
training, experience and a constant and 
anxious study of the real, varied and con- 
flicting needs of their country.

TO-DAY'S INQUIRY IN LONDON. 


The Ministry of Transport is to open a 
public inquiry to-day into the methods of 


‘taxing road motor vehicles, remarks’ The 


Times, editorially. The new form of trans- 
port has added greatly to private con- 
venience and pleasure, and is taking an in- 
creasing share of commercial transport, but 
that has thrown a heavy burden of capital 
and annual expenditure on road finauce. 
Motor vehicles must help to pay for the wear 
and tear they inflict on the roads, and must 
meet some part of the cost of adapting them 
to the new conditions of rapid transport. 
How is the levy to be made mo-t equitably 
as regards different users of the road, and 
most intelligently in the general interest? 
The choice appears to lie between the exist- 
ing system,.in which cars are taxed at the 
rate of £1 per horse-power, and a scheme 
drawn ap last October by a Committee re- 
presenting all classes of motor makers and

ATTACKS ON RAILWAY 
WORKERS. 
UNIONS’ PROTEST. 


RIGHT TO EARN HONEST 
LIVELIHOOD,

The following statement was issued yesterday 
on behalf of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen and the Railway Clerks’ Aeso- 
ciation, im connection with the recent 
murders of engine-drivers dnd firemen in 
Kerry and ‘the banishment of station 
masters from their stations under threats 
of death. 

The murderous attacks on defenceless and 

inofiensive railwaymen in the Kerry district 

during the past week have created such pro- 
found feelings of horror that we. are re- 
quested to utter a solemn protest in the name 

of Irish railwaymen of all grades,.and (ii 

we may) in the name of the grief-stricken 

widows and penniless orphans created by 
these awful deeds. 

The duties of engine drivers and firemen, 
even in normal times, are onerous, perilous, 
and of the most vital importance. On their 
skill, nerve, vigilance and endurance, the 
safety of their human and material freight 
depends, especially when the train goes rush- 
ing through the darkness and storm of a 
winter's night, amidst such dangerous 
country as the highlands of Donegal, the 
bleak stretches of Connemara, or the rocky 
fastnesses of Kerry. 

During the past few years the trials and 
perils of these men have been increased ten- 
fold, but they have mamnfully refused to desert 
their posts, even when death seemed to stand 
beside them on the footplate. -Had they 
failed at any time during this period through 
cowardice to man their engines, no action 
on the part of spectacular patriots, whether 
sincere or make-believe, could have saved 
the country from utter “ruin and certain 


defeat. Lá 
VITAL WORK. 


Even at’ the present time. the services of 
railway workers are as necessary to the ad- 
herents of one, side in the conflict as to the 
other. If the railways cease to function, it is 
only a matter of time unhtil'all sections of the 
community become rticipant@ in the 
economic ruin which will inevitably ensue. 

Driver O'Riordan and fireman Crowley were 
only performing their daily work in driving 
a railway train which was bringing food 
and raiment to the people of Kerry, without 
distinction of creed, class, or political per- 
suasion, when they were hurled to a terrible 
death without provocation or warning. 

Drivers Daly and Lynch were seemingly 
ergaged in an ordinary conversation during 
a lapse in shunting operations when, without 
explanation or a moment's notice, they were 
shot down like wild beasts—one being killed, 
and the other (a man of 60 years of age) 
being seriously wounded. 

Railwaymen fear that these deeds are the 
natural sequence of notices issued some time 
ago to railway workers calling upon them 
to refuse in certain contingencies to carry 
on. their work. ; 

The pity of it all is that these Irish workers 
have been stricken down by their own 
countrymen. We have no. desire to take 
sides in the controversy out of which the 
present fratricidal strife has developea, but we 
do venture to reassert the inherent right of 
every worker to discharge his lawful duties 
without. molestation of any kind, 


NO JUSTIFICATION. 


Consequently, we fail-to see the necesaity 
or the moral justification for the ruthless 
murder of enginemen in the pursuit of their 
ordinary vocation, or for the banishment 
under threats of death of stationmasters from 
their stations, whose only crime has been an 
honest effort to protect the property commit- 
ted to their care, and to play their part as a 
vital link in the chain of transport service, so 
vital to the country. as a-whole. 

In the national struggle prior to July, 
1921, Irish railwaymen played a vital part 
both in their capacity as workers, and as 
members of the fighting forces. Is their only 
reward to be widespread unemployment, with 
consequent. hardship and suffering to their 
families (through railway destruction), 
threats, intimidation and violent death? 

Irish railway workers, as a whole, are as 
passionately devoted to their country as any 
other section of its inhabitants. They have 
made sacrifices as great and as genuine, both 
collectively and individually, as any .other 
section of the community. . They have no 
means of defending themselves against attack, 
but they. nevertheless, proclaim their inalien- 
able right to earn an honest and honourable 
livelihood in the land of their birth, and 
they contest the right of any individual or 
organisation to interfere with them im this 
respect. 

For the wrongs done, there can be no 
adequate earthly redress. IJt.is not in the 
power of man to reatore to the widows of 
the murdered men their husbands, or to their 
pathetic orphans their devoted fathers. But. 
in the terrible words of an Irish poetess :'— 
“God ‘will yet take vengeance for the souls 
for whom Christ died.” '

When the men employed in the flour milling 
industry went on strike on Monday last it was 
agnounced that, as there would be no inter- 
ference with imported flour, the bakeries would 
be able to carry on, and thus Dublin would 
be assured’ of its regular bread supply while 
the strike lasted. 

lt was stated very definitely yesterday that 
this undertaking was not being observed in 
its entirety, and that, as a matter of fact, 
flour was turned away irom certain baker 
establishments. Three firms were mentioned, 
and they are rather important ones, supplying 
a very large percentage of the bread supply 
of the City of Dublin and the suburbs. - 

An Irish Times representative, who in vesti- 
gated the matter, learned that the prohibi- 
tion of imported flour affected only certain 
bakeries which have mills attached. In the 
case of these it appears that the carters em- 
ployed took part in the operatives’ ballot— 
notwithstanding the fact that their wages were 
not in question—and that when the vote was 
found to be for a strike the carters came outas 
well. It seems, therefore, to be the i 
that flour will not be permitted to be brought 
in by outside or hired. vebicles. 

The large bakeries which are affected by 
this new condition of things have supplies of 
flour in hand sufficient for ten days or a fort- 
night, but when these are exhausted the bread 
supply must be affected. 

There is still hope, however, that before 
that time arrives a settlement of the present 
unfortunate dispute will have been reached. 

On inquiry at the Transport. Union offices 
at Liberty Hall last evening our representa- 
tive was informed that if imported flour had 
been turned away it was due to error. It is 
understood that the whole question is under 
consideration by the Strike Committee, 


ARDEE GUARDIANS AND 
EXECUTIONS.

AN INDEPENDENT VIEW. 


At the Ardee Guardians’ meeting on 
Wednesday, Mr. J, C. Kiernan (Chairman) 
presided. - 

Mr. Madden proposed a resolution condemn- 
ing the executions in the ó which in- 
cluded a young man (Sylvester Heeney), from 
the Annagassan district, and tendering a vote 
of sympathy to his family. 

He said that the Government claimed that 
the executions were being carried out by the 
express will and approval of the Irish people, 
and that they had the support of the country 
at their back for their actions. He (Mr. 
Madden) thought that it was time that public 
representatives should speak out their minds 
against the policy of executions, and show 
that they did not approve of such drastic 
measures. He éonsidered that peace wotld 
not be achieved in the country by such laws. 

The Chairman said that they had declined 
to entertain peace resolutions that came be- 
fore them from all over the country, and he 
considered that this resolution was in the 
same category as they were, and for that 
reason he did not see his way to accept it.

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SLOW. CARRIAGE AND 
SHALLOW WATER. 
HOW FLOUR-MILLING IS 
AFFECTED. 


The examination of witnesses was coftinued 
yesterday before the Canals and Waterways 
Commission’ at 35 Dawson street, Dublin. 

Mr. Thomas Moore, a member of the Irish 
Canal Boat Owners’ Association, said that his 
experience of the Grand Canal and the 
Barrow Navigation was that, the condition of 
these waterways had been getting worse from 
a périod dating back about twenty years. 
Starting at Milford, boats found it very hard 
to get away from the berth; they went in 
light, and when loaded were sunk into mud, 


Lock. Previously, in the Barrow Navigation, 
such shoals had always been dredged, but 
they were now leit to accumulate. The island 
at Maganey had grown so much up the river 
that any rise in water caused a very rapid 
current, with the result that four horses 
could only with difficulty pull a boat past this 

int. + ! 

Below Levitstowu, at. ' Crokey,: the sand 
was gathering badly,.and the canal was getting 
blocked up, especially at the bridges. The 
shoal at Dunbrin had also been getting worse. 
When he asked the engineer to get some 
dredging’ carried out he was told that it was 
“too hard.” Yet witness had seen the pro- 
pellor of a motor boat churn up sand and 
eres and actually leave a hole behind. 

e canal at Athy Harbour was filling up 
with mud. The Canal Company had priority 
when coming up the circular line. Fe had 
been obliged to wait while the company’s 
boats passed down, even though the lock was 
ready for him when the company’s first boat 
had gone through. 

Answering the Chairman, Mr. R. N. 
Tweedy, witness said that, in his opinion, one 
ae would be enough for the whole length 
of the Barrow Navigation .if it was worked 
constantly. The genera! practice in dredging, 
observed the witness, was to throw the stuff 
raised on the side of the canal, with the 
result that it was generally washed back 
imo the riyer. Lhe mud should be spread 
further out On the banks. 
Asked by the Chairman whether it would be 
a costly thing to make new passing places, 
witness said that it would not, an 
stéam grab could do two in a day. 
FLOUR MILLER’S EVIDENCE. 
Mr. W. Kenneth Brown, of Messrs.’ Brown 
and Crosthwait, flour millers, Bagenalstown, 
was the next witness. He was examined by 
Mr. John O'Byrne, who, with. Mr. ‘Swayne, 
K.C., is representing the riparian owners of 
industry and the Cana! Boat Owners’ Associa- 
ion. 

The witness produced letters written by his 
firm to the Grand Canal Company on various 
occasions between 1884 and 1901, fo show 
the firm's dissatisfaction with the canal ser- 
vices, as a result of which their wheat 
traffic between Dublin ‘and Bagenalstown had 
been transferred to the railway in 1897, except 
for odd lots of grain at long intervals. Their 
flour and offal traffic had, after 1901, been 
largely transferred from the cana] to the road. 

Witness was proceeding to read the earlier 
correspondence on the subject, when. Mr. G. 
FitzGibbon, K.C. (with whom is Mr. R. Rice), 
for the Grand Canal. Company, pointed out 
that Mr. McCann, in his evidence, had ad- 
mitted that the canal was in a bad condition 
when his father took it up-in 1890. it was 
not pretended, said: Mr. FitzGibbon, that the 
management was perfect in tha early eighties. 
“ang Commissions on the canal had sat since 
then. 

The Chairman remarked. that.counsel’s point 
was a good one, and suggested that -it would 
be better if Mr. Brown confined his evidence 
to a later period of the canal’s affairs. 
e witness, continuing, said that his firm. 
used to send about fifteen times more by canal 
to their customers than they did now, 
regard to freights on grain from Dublin and 
other places to their mill the break after 1898 
was practitally complete, and now they got 
nothing ‘at all by canal—nearly all the traffic 
being done by the railway. 
Witness, im reply to the Chairman, said 
that the railway always got stuff down in a 
reasonable time. The canal manager did his 
best, but on certain occasions they had diffi- 
culty in getting boats. 
He would go back to the canal, because so 
many carts wonld not be needed. His mills 
were on the canal bank, and the stuff would 
only have to be tumbled into the barge. In 
the case of the railway they-had to cart.a dis- 
tance of three-quarters of a mile. 
IMPORTED FLOUR. 
At present they had a big fight against im- 
ported flour, which had the advantage of 
cheaper transit facilities. He was sure that 
if the cost of transport could be reduced, their 
business would extend. He thought that with 
an efficient system the canal company ought 
to be able to transport goods as cheaply, and 
probably more cheaply, than the ‘railway. 
His firm had the right of the running water, 
and had never wilfully obstructed the work of 
the canal. When applied to they had.stopped 
the mil] for half-an-hour or so to get boats off 
the level. 
Mr. A. Odlum, flour miller, Portarlington, 
said that his firm had two motor boats and 
two horse-drawn boats. The carrying capa- 
city of a Motor boat had been reduced from 
45 to 40 tons within the past eight years. 
Even with this they scraped the bottom in 
several places. They even hit the bottom 
with only 30 tons. This added le. per ton 
to the cost of the stuff inward to the 
mill. They did not send out by canal. 
The. work carried out by these boats was 
greatly limited owing to the want of passing 
laces. These existed, but were all silted up. 
"Their dredging would be the smallest of the 
needed reforms. The cana] was in a bad state 
generally. 
These two causes délayed the boats. From 
Dublin to Portarlington a motor boat would 
lose at least. half a day, which would work 
out at 9d. per ton on everything she carried. 
The delay on a horse boat would: be greater 
(over four hours per day), but. the capital in- 
vested in the boats being less the net result 
would be about the same. 
The cost of running a motor boat was 
slightly cheaper than that of a horse-drawn 
one. 
He was in favour of a per ton per mile toll. 
He belonged to the Flour Millers’ Association, 
the object of which was to arrange. such a 
price as would enable thet to meet foreign 
competition. 
A reduction in costs would ultimately work 
out te the benefit of thá public, and would 
also enable them to pay their men reasonable 


wages. 

Mr. E. W. Perry, of Messrs. Robert Perry 

and Co., flour millers, Belmount, Offaly, said 
that he thought that it would be a great 
benefit to the community if they’ could get 
water to carry heavier loads. He thought 
that the rates were too high, and that the 
company did not help in the taking of. goods 
away from their stores, They sent away a 
lot of their goods by rail, lorriés, and horses 
to places. served by the canal, because of the 
delays made by fhe company. 
Mr. Patrick Nolan, Rathangan, Co. Kil- 
dare, hack boat owner, said that from Rings- 
end Basin to the first level, on-the, main line, 
his boat was ploughing through the mud the 
whole time. ;Thirteen or fonrtéen years 
ago there were parts of the cana! where boats 
could get past with a full load, but now they 
were prevented from doing: so by mnd. 

It would be a great advantage if they had 
telephone communication between each lock. 
The Commission adjourned until 11 o'clock 
this morning. 

Mr. G. FiteGibbon, K.-C., and Mr. BR. Rice 
(instructed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons) repre- 
sented the Grand Canal Company. 

Mr. K. A. Swayne, K.C., and Mr: John

On Tuesday, at the County Hospital, Wex- 
ford, Dr. McCormack, Local (Government. 
inspector, held an inguiry into charges made 
against Dr. T. Pierce, dispensary doctor, and 
Mrs. Mary Murphy, dispensary midwife, in 
connection with their attendance on Mrs. 
Margaret Radford, who died on October 1st 
at Monck street, Wexford. 

Alderman Nicholas Connolly stated that he 
proposed the motion for the inquiry at the 
meeting of the County Wexford Public Health 
Board. The Wexford Outdoor Relief Com- 
mittee had received information that Mrs. 
Radford was destitute. They made a pay- 
ment of 10s. to her. On the following day 
he heard that she was dead, and it wes 
common property around the town that she 
died of starvation. Michael Ryan, who, 
with his wife, was living on the same floor 
of the house as that occupied by Mrs. Rad- 
ford, made a statement to the Relief Com- 
mittee, in which he said that she was lying 


‘oor. 
The room was only .six feet by seven feet, 
and had no _ fireplace. The landlad 
threatened to evict Ryan if she or his wife 
boiled a cup of water to make tea for Mrs. 
Radford. -He found the woman dead on 
October Ist, with her head leaning against 
the walls. There was no furniture in the 
room, and the only articles of food were & 
mug containing water, and a piece cf stale 
bread placed on a margarine box near her 
head. The only covering which she had 
was a bit of a blanket which she had to use 
for her three children. He (Alderman Con- 


doctor and midwife to bring the condition of 
the woman under the notice of the relieving 
officer. 

James Shea gave evidence which, in sub- 
stance, was to the same effect as the state- 
ment made by Ryan to the ~“slief Committee.

On that ‘night. he left 
10s. for Mrs. Radford at the residence of the 
nurse, and on the following day Mrs. Rad- 
ford’s sister informed him that she was dead, 
and asked for an order for a coffin, which 
he gave 

The Inspector—You never went near the 
house at all? 

Witness—No. 

The Inspector—That-is a fairly nasty admis- 
sion fer you to make. 

Witness—That is what really happened. 

Mrs. Mary Ryan gave evidence to the effect 
that Mrs.. Radford was in good health, 
although in a delicate condition, some hours 
before she was found dead. She never com- i 
plained of being hungry. So far as witnesa 
could see the doctor and midwife did al] that 
was possible for Mrs. Radford. 

Dr. Pierce, in the course of his evidence 
stated that on the day before Mrs. Radford 
died the midwife came and informed him of 
her (Mrs. Radford’s) condition: He went im.. 
mediately to the woman’s house, and found, 
that she was not sufficiently advanced for his 
interference. He difécted the nurse to inti- 
mate any developments in Mrs. Radford’s con-. 
dition. He ‘heard nothing until the following 
morning, when he examined her dead body, 
and concluded that she had died from heart 
failure, the result of atrophy. 

To the Mags Ge did not appear to be 
a woman who died from starvation. The 
child was not born. No pést-mortem examina- 
tion was made. 

To Mr. W. Caulfield, solicitor for the Relief 
Committee—Mrs. Radford was lying on a 
strdw mattress, and had sufficient covering. 
I did not see any food in the room. Hf I had 
been called in earlier I would have advised her 
removal to hospital. I considered it too late 
to advise her removal when I was summoned 
to attend. 

To Mr. M. J. O’Connor, solicitor for witness 
and Mrs. Murphy, witness stated that he had 
43 years’ experience as dispensary doctor and 
had never till now been brought before an 
inquiry. 

Mrs. Murphy, midwife, described her visits 
to Mrs. Radford. On the last occasion, when 
leaving her, she left food in the room. - She 
treated the case as was her practice. 

Answering Mr. Caulfield, she stated that 
she placed shavings and a pillow about the 
body in order to prevent it from being shaken 
in removal. 

At the conclusion the Inspector said that it 
struck him that thé inquiry might terminate 
in an unexpected quarter.

CONSUMERS AND FARMING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—It seems rather useless to be talking 
about teoding up the country while it remains 
in a state of raving delirium; but, as there 
is a Commission on Agriculture sitting, it 
may be opportune to venture a few sugges- 
tions on this oldest of all problems of how 
to drag a living Out of the land. I shall 
endeavour to show the part that consumers 
can play in helping a section of the in- 
dustry, an@ how, by Stabilising the markets, 
they can get’ cheaper rates for themselves. 

I particularly want to focus attention or 
the little things in farming, in the hope sf 
creating conditions that will make them into 
big things. TI réfer to the production, on a 
commercial scale, of fruit, flowers, vege- 
tables, etc. These give the marimum amount 
of labour to the acre at skilled rates of pay, 
and provide a means for the cottager with a 
family and haggart to augment the bare agri- 
cultaral wage. At present they are not 
seriously taken up, for two simple ‘reasons. 
The demand in this country is not a frac- 
tion of that of other ‘countries, and the 
channels of marketing are so restricted and 
selfish that the producer refuses to risk 
much capital in it. There are other draw- 
backs, such as the climate; but these are the 
chief; and, I believe, are within our reach 
te correct. by joint organisation. 

Let us take the Jack of demand first. We 
know what can be done with advertisement 
when. the drapers want to work off a stock 
of pretty clothes.  H one per cent. of the 
amount -was spent on booming Irish-grown 
fruit and flowers, it would improve the 
health of the people and set many pairs of 
hands at congenial work in the country, in- 
stead of letting them drift into towns to be- 
come ©.3 city snipers. | With the aid of art 
and the poster we could revivify and improve 
the old tags, such as :~ 

An apple a day 

Keeps the doctor away: 

Gives work in the country 

And makes the men stay. 

An apple at night 

Starves the doctor outright: 

Drives out “ "—- "www a 

And let in the light. 
I verily believe that if more apple sauce 
were eaten with pork in this country, it 
would put quite a different complexion on 
Irish politics. 

Suppose that Dublin should set aside a 
week for the cult of a special flower—say, 
the daffodil—and the cafés, shops, and 
everybody vied with one another in display- 
ing perfect specimens—think how many idle 
corners would be planted up with them. 
Flower carnivals, too, would put a tinge of 
Continental colouring into our somewhat drab 
fétes. 

Marketing is a more complex question. So- 
called co-operation, which aims at two 
parties squeezing out the third and grabbing 
the *‘ boodle,’’ will not solve it, for obvious 
reasons. But, if-yot could only get the con- 
sumer class to take an intelligent interest in 
what they buy and where they buy it. they 
weuld be a great controlling factor. If the 
growers would grow and market with unity, 
honesty and cireumapection, the rest would 
be fairly easy. To bring this about you must 
have some central advising body, composed 
of representatives of every section interested 
--growers, salesmen, retail] men and con- 
sumers, Every section must endeavour to 
get as many memuvers of its own class as 
possible in every district “in - Ireland, all 
agreed to conform to certain rules and regu- 
lations. As an incentive to shopkeepers to 
join, they would be shown the list of con- 
samers in the district; pledged to deal with 
them when possible. rowers would be ex- 
pected to use the association’s salesmen. 

When we have set in motion the machinery 
for booming the association's produce, the 
next thing is to widen the channels of dis- 
tribution, and bring in touch with Dublin 
market districts where fruit is not grown, so 
as to lessen the demoralising gluts. At pre- 
sent Dublin market is like a little water-mill. 


but as soon as a fl comes it is turned 
away to waste, which breaks the heart of 
many a grower. 

The success of such a scheme turns on the 
money behind it. Dependence on subscrip- 
tions is no good—it must be automatically 
self-supporting. To bring this about I sug- 
gest that books of very small tabs be sold to 
the growers. These tabs will be made to 
attach to goods, and it is hoped that the de- 
mand created by propaganda for tabbed 
goods will make the grower use them lavisnly 
on his produce—perhaps, equal to per 
cent. on sales. These tabs will be num ‘ 
and will be warranty for good, graded stan- 
dardised stuff. Schemers will not get a 
second lot, and I hope that salesmen will be 
eo keen to handle the stuff that they willgive 
the growers special terms. 

I am conscious that I have not held out 
an incentive to the cénsumers. Love of

Chamber of Commerce, which will be sub- 
mitted at the annual meeting to be held on 
3lst January, contains the following :'— 

“Your Council, in presenting the report of 
its proceedings for the past year, and review- 
ing the state of the country in its bearing on 
industrial and commercial interests, has to 
make the reluctant admission that the earnest 
hope expressed in the previous year s report, 
that the Peace Treaty effected in December, 
1921, would prove a real bond of union be- 
tween Irishmen, has been grievously dis- 
appuinted. The course of events during 1922, 
with its long tale gur" er 
life and property, will, no Gcoubt, 
histories! ed. and will make painful read- 
ing for lovers of their country. mA 

“The formidable attack on the Provisional 
Government, initiated early in the year, is 
maintained with unabated virulence, and its 
authors, to serve their manifest purpose, are 
leaving untried no device likely to embarrass 
com mercial effort and enterprise. The effect 
of the frequent robberies under arms and il- 
legal seizures of goods has been that, in many 
districts, trade is restricted within the nar- 
rowest limits. The havoc wrought on the 
railways and roads of the country, with the 
deliberate purpose of stopping transport of 
goods and passengers, has reduced the volume 
of trade to a ruinous extent, and the energies 
and financial resources of a jarge age ona 
of the business community have been strained 
almost to breaking point. 

“So far as indications of improvement are 
in evidence, the situation is still unsatisfactory, 
and much still remains to be done to establi 
those conditions of security without which 
there can be no revival of business. Mean- 
while, further call on the staying power of the 

ple seems inevitable. 

“Grinding taxation, practically on the war 
level, continues in Ireland as in Great Bri- 
tain, forbidding trade expansion, while expen- 
diture on public services inas State, 
with a population of, say, three millions, is on 
a most liberal scale. 

THE STRIKE EVIL. 

“ Strikes, including those on the railways, 
in the building trade, and in the ship-build- 
ing, farming, and other industries, have also 
contributed heavily to the reduction of out- 
put of goods of all kinds, and the loss of 
meome which it entails. Neither stabilit 
nor the security essential to national wealt 

roduction and the permanent amelioration of 
iving conditions for all classes of the people 
can exist side by side with aggressive move- 
ments which ignore economic facts, and refuse 
recognition to the claims of the communify 
as a whole. 

“The Free State and Parliament, established 
under a Constitutéon of their own framing, 
have accepted a heavy obligation in restoring 
order to a country sorely . Their suc- 
cessful discharge of the task, in which they 
are now effecting progress, will nowhere be 
applauded more heartily than. in this 
Chamber. 

“Chambers of Commerce have a great part 
to play in the reconstruction of the material 
well-being of the country; they onght to re- 
ceive the support of every manufacturer and 
trader throughout the Free State, and where 
they do not already exist their formation 
should be undertaken at once. The influence 
of Chambers of Commerce seems ‘to be the 


most effective means whereby trade and com- |. 


merge can be safeguarded and their interests 
protected on non-political lines, and if the 
maximum return to the efforts put forth is 
to be secured all Chambers of Commerce in’ 
the Free State must come together in the new 
Central Organisation which is in process of 
formation.” 

The report goes on to state that several of 
the Government Departments have approached 
the Chamber for information ard advice, 
which has been readily and promptly given. 
The Chamber has representatives on the 
Prices Commission and Canals Commiasion.

ELECTION OF SENATORS. 
LONG DISCUSSION ON THE 
STANDING ORDERS. 

The first business on the agenda was the re- 
sumed consideration of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Standing Orders. 

The Earl of Wicklow pointed out that the 
order relating to the passing of bills provided 
that. a senator moving a bill should move its 
passage in its various stages in the House, and 
asked what would happen in the event of 
there being mo representative of the Govern- 
ment present when a bill came to the 
Senate from Dail Eireann. 

There was no arrangement that he was 
avare of whereby any member of that House 
should act as a Government representative 
during the passage of a bill its 
various stages in the Senate. 

The Chairman said that the Committee on 
Standing Orders hoped to be able to arrive 
at some mutual arrangement between that

| A WEEKLY SAILING. 

Mr. Barrington, proceeding, said that a 
weekly sailing could be obtained by having

to 7 days to perform the voyage from either 
Liverpool or Southampton to New York, and 
they only made one journey out and home in 
one lunar month. 

It was evident from this that only half the 
number of vessels would be required to give 
& similar service from a Western Irish port, 
and only half the capital would be involved, 
and less than half the working expenses re- 
quired. Large sums of money would be thus 


saved. 

He had frequently been told that Ireland 
did not possess sufficient traffic to support 
such a line of steamers at present. Probably 
not, but neither did Liverpool, Southampton, 
nor New York, which were the ports through 
which traffic flowed. 

This traffic could be more economically and 
a Peo d dealt with through a Western 

port, and, could they persuade it to come 
through that route, they would have done a 
good day’s work for Ireland, the beneficial 
effects of which could not be over-estimated. 

For mails and passengers, the advantage 
would be a lessening in time, estimated in 
round numbers at one and a half days each 
way. A further saving would be extended in 
the case of places beyond New York and 
Halifax. 

Such a route as that outlined was not 
likely to be inaugurated by the enterprise of 
one company alone, or one State. It could 
}only be made a success by the co-operation 
of several companies and States, who were 
in the position to control traffic and com- 


merce. 

It would be difficult to get such combination 
unless Government of the Free State 
offered approval and gave a guarantee: of co- 
operation and assistance. Such a combination 
as that to which he referred, on getting 
control of harbours on both sides of the 
Atlantic, would secure a grip of the trade 
of the three Continents, of which no future 
rival could ive them. ;

There was no doubt that Mr. Bag- 
well’s criticism of a scheme of fast steamers 
for passengers and mails alone was sound 
ftom a great many points of view. But if the 
harbours of Ireland were improved, the whole 
country would derive benefit, without trying 
to. compete with fast steamers across the 
Atlantic. 

He believed that a Committee that would 
inquire into the condition of our harbours, 
and report how they could be improved, not 
only for Trans-Atlantic traffic, but for traffic 
with Great Britain. A great deal of business 
could be built up by improvigg the harbours 
in the West. ; 

Ireland might be able to keep out the pro- 
ducts of some countries, but if she began to 
attack America she might find that she made 
a mistake. If Ireland surrounded herself by 
a tariff wall, those inside that wall might 
find it difficult to exist. If they inquired into 
the possibilities of traffic between Ireland and 
Great Britain, they would find that they could 
do a great deal of good to the country.

WIFE’S INDICTMENT OF 
HUSBAND.

An extraordinary case was commenced in 
the King’s Bench Division, London, yester- 
day, when Mr. Charles Sanderson, cashier in 
a Keighley: ironworks, claimed damages from 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Hannah Hudson, the 
widow of a South African contractor, who left 
an estate of £20,000, for wrongfully persuad- 
ing and ‘aiding his wife to leave him and 
return with ber to South Africa. 
The parties. became uainted before the 
laintiff’s first wife died through the de- 
endant’s daughter paying a visit to Yorkshire, 
and, after the first Mrs. derson’s decease 
in 1917, they entered into corre 

Three years later the plaintiff proposed 
marriage; the lady accepted him, came to 
England, and they were married in 1920. 

They lived happily at Keighley, but counsel 
said that there was one matter which created 
some difficulty between them. The lady was 
thirty-one, and in the early part. of their 
married life raised objections to marital re- 
lations. Another difficulty was that she was. 
& great church-goer; but, except that the 
ES would take her to the church door, 
e would go no further. They Jived a very 
happy life yntil the following summer, when 
the wife's mother- and her sister came to 
England to stay with them. Shortly after 
trouble began to arise, and one evening his 
wife told him that her mother desired to see 


him. 
THE CHARGES. 


The plaintiff, in the words of counsel], was 
brought before his mother-in-law and his 
wife's sister like a man sentenced on an in- 
dictment, and, to his utter surprise, was 
informed by his wife that she was ceasing to 
be his wife, except in name, and was going 
away. He asked her on what grounds she 
had come to that decision, and she then de- 
livered five heads of indictment—that he 
accompanied hie wife to the church door, and 
did not go beyond; that he smoked in the 
diningroom without asking his mother-in-law's 
permission; that he had not been ctful 
to his mother-in-law; that he frequently left 
the dinner table without asking his mother- 
in-law’s rmission; and that he twice sat 
down to dinner without a collar. 

After the wife had formulated this indict- 
ment the mother-in-law said that she had a 
far more serious charge against the plaintiff. 
She said that before the marriage he had 
evaded her inquiries regarding his financial 
and social position; told him that he had no 
right to propose to her daughter because of his 
inferior social position; that it was an out- 
rageous thing for him to have proposed; and 
that his proposal had defeated two eligible 
suitors in South Africa for her daughter's 


hand. : 
FAMILY LEAVFS. 


The three ladies left the house next morn- 
ing, and subsequently returned to South 
Africa. Before then the husband saw his 
wife on a number of occasions, and she showed 
no desire to leave him. She had also written 
letters which indicated a considerable feeling 
for him. 

The plaintiff, in giving evidence, described 
his mother-in-law as a tall heavy woman, 
with a military bearing and a domineering 
manner. Explaining the reason for discarding 
his collar, he said. that it was a hot summer, 
and he could not bear a collar. The ladies 
appeared at table with blouses half-way down 
the front and back. (Laughter.) 

The hearing was adjourned.

ATHY BARRACKS BURNED. 


Yesterday while troops under Commandant 
Rhatigan were patrolling the railway line 
hear Ballysimon Bridge, a few miles from 
Limerick, they found an electric cable, 500 
yards long, close to the permanent way.

MEN TO CONTINUE AT WORK 


TO-DAY. 

A strike, that would have deprived the 
residents of Lucan of their electric light 
supply. as well as their railway services, 
was averted last night by the decision of the 
Lucan Electric Railway Company to suspend, 
until Monday, the notice which they had 
given to withdraw the mid-day passenger 
trains on week-days, and to stop all Sunday 
and goods traffic. This decision was taken 
at the suggestion of the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, and will be learned with re- 
lief by all who use the line, 

The company supplies electric light to 
Lucan householders, in addition to carrying 
on, its railway traffic. If tae proposal to re- 
duce: the service to goh and evening 
trains had been carried into effect, the result, 
the trainsmen say, would be. that, instead cf 
an eight-hour day, they would have a 
““spread-over ” day of twelve hours. This 
they object to, and they declared their in- 
tention of going on strike to-day rather than 
agree to it. 

The company based their proposals on the 
fact that business has fallen off, and they 
had arranged to put the changes into effect 
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were a ve dear 
market, owing to the tenacity and "eaheeiag 
views of owners, and butchers were obliged 
to pay tip-top terms. The offtake showed con- 
siderable shrinkage, and a number of pens of 
really good-class hoggets and wethers un- 
cashed at a late hour of the day.

BELFAST LINEN TRADE. 


DEMAND FOR DRESS FABRIC. 
The official report of the Belfast linen trade 
for the period ending yesterday states :—The 
Irish flax markets continued to be well sup- 
plied, The demand is good for all classes and 
value remains the same. In some districts 
flax is practically cleared up. On the Conti- 
nent demand is brisk and value has again 
been against buyers. French spinners are 
purchasing freely. 
The market for yarns has been rather irre- 
gular during the past two weeks. At the 
same time a fair amount of new business has 
cropped up. The fall in the value of the 
franc has, of course, had an effect on Belgian 
and French spinnings. 
Weavers.—The hopeful feeling mentioned 
in our last report still pervades the market, 
and manufacturers have put down fair-sized 
orders during the last fortnight, but prices 
are still ruinous. There is a fir demand for 
low-grade dress linens at a price, but manu 
facturers find it difficult to cut down to the 
prices mentioned. 
Dress Linens.—An active demand has been 
experienced during: the past fortnight for 
coloured dress linens, principally of the ‘‘non- 
crush '” variety, and ail reports from U.S.A. 
are to the effect that these goods are selling ' 
freely. Many offers from American buyers 
are on too low a basis to cover satisfactory 
goods, and some manufacturers decline to re- 
duce quality, especially for uncrushable linens, 
which require to be made from superior yarns 
and stand mercerising and shrinking. Natural 
and white dress linens are selling in moderate 
quantities for various markets. 
Merchants.—Since the beginning of the 
year inquiries have been more numerous than 
or many months past for all classés of goods. 
A satisfactory amount of business has already 
been placed and further contracts are under 
consideration. The general tone of the market 
ia distinctly better, and there is more confi- 
dence in present prices. Reports from the 
United States are encouraging. Cabled orders 
have been received. 


FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


The following cdblegram has been received by 
the London offices of the Tata Lron and Steel Com- 
pany :—‘* Extensions pemeseting well. Costs and 
sales satisfactory, and labour settling down. New 
blast furnaces, new coke ovens working; resuiis 
fully up to expectation. New duplex furnace will 
be operating by 1st February.”

This has helped rather than disturbed the spot 
s'tuation. Basis has remained fairly steady, al- 
though mill buying has not been as rampant, a 
very natural and comprehensible pause after the 
scramble of December.

Shipping shares, have lost some of the bouyancy 
noticeable a short time ago This seems to be due 
to the freight position. Although in some cases 
outward rates have advanced a little, principally 
because of the exceptional activity in coal exports, 
homeward freights leave something to be desired. 
At the same time, expenses call for considerable 
economies. The political situation on the Con- 
tinent, and the weakness of the exchanges is not 
helping the industry. 


The suggestion that fatare payments in respect 
of Turkish Unified Bonds will be made in scrip 
rather than cash seems to causing a littic per- 
tarbation. Scrip may be eatisfactory up to a 
point, but it is not egual to a small cash payment 
on account, Possibly the policy of the Turkish 
Government and the trowble at Lausanne is re-
